(Editor’s note: This is the first 
of a series of surveys conducted 
by Reporter Kenny Gabriel on 
subjects of vital interest to the 
average jaysee students. The fea-

Five questions, all pertaining to 
the national election, were asked 
of this week’s participants. Ap- 
proximately one third of the day- 
time student body was reached, 
and we feel this should be an ac- 
curate cross-section of the stu- 
dents. 

Question one—‘‘Will President 
Roosevelt be renominated on the 
Democratic ticket?’ The students 
of SAJC say yes, 80 per cent an- 
swering in the affirmative, only

The second question asked was, 
“Will Wendell Wilkie win the Re- 
publican nomination?” 76 per cent 
of the student body felt that Mr. 
Wilkie did not have a chance. 12 
per cent felt he would, and 12 
per cent had no opinion on this 
question. 


“Do you feel Governor Dewey 
of New York would make a good 
president?” This was a hard ques- 
tion, and most students hesitated 
before answering it, but the final 
tabulation showed a perfect tie. 
50 per cent felt that Mr. Dewey 
would; an equal number opposed 
his nomination. 


When asked who they would like 
to see made the next president 12 
per cent of the student body 
would venture no opinion, because 
of a frank admittance of not 
knowing enough about the candi- 
dates. 


Governor -Dewey led the field 
with 28 per cent jaysee opinion 
for him. President Roosevelt and 
Cordell Hull tied each having 20 
per cent student backing. Gov- 
ernor Bricker and Byrd tied with 
8 per cent, and Warren, the gov- 
ernor of California, had 4 per 
cent of the total supporting him.

Marry Him Now, 
Advises Author 


To the would-be war bride, Dr. 
Gulielma F. Alsop, physician for 
New York’s Barnard college and 
co-author of a book on marriage, 
offers this advice: “Once assured 
in your own mind, marry him— 
the soldier, the sailor, the man 
of the sky—before he goes to 
war.” 

Dr. Alsop thinks “a lot of non- 
sense is being written and. said 
about marriages.” After years of 
association with girls at the school, 
she said in an interview that she 
feels young women should not be 
too timid or cautious about marry- 
ing men they’ve known for a 
reasonable length of time. 

“Young people today are ro- 
mantic, idealistic, and ready for 
any kind of devotion,” she said. 
The heightened emotion that 
sweeps the youth of a nation in 
wartime makes for permanence in 
marriage. 

“The basis of all marriage is 
responsibility and trust, and the 
of today is self- 


I have confidence in the young 
woman of today to make a success 
of marriage and motherhood,” Dr. 
Alsop added. 

“But I do not advocate the 
week-end marriage, which is the 
chief thing to be feared. The 
young woman who meets a soldier 
on Friday, marries him on Satur- 
day, and parts with him—perhaps 
for months—on Monday may have 
serious difficulties ahead.” 

She advises war brides not to 
date other men, but to devote 
leisure hours to war work or to 
entertaining soldiers and_ sailors 
at properly conducted community 
parties. She also warns young war 
brides: ‘““You will now always be 
judged as a member of a _ part- 
nership, not as an isolated indi- 
vidual. You must reflect your hus- 
band’s ideals as well as your own. 

“You have become a part of 
the war. Win the war with him.”

You know that 
the shamrock, the color green, and 
the Irish go together, that Saint 
Patrick’s Day was originally cele- 
brated in Ireland, but what do 
you know about the man, Saint 
Patrick? Did you know that he 
was not Irish, that his birthplace 
is uncertain? 

Captured By Pirates 

At 16 he was captured by Irish 
pirates and taken to Ireland where 
in slavery, he tended flocks for 
six years. During this time he be- 
came a devoted Christian. Later 
he escaped to France where he 
went into priesthood. It is said 
that a vision directed him to re- 
turn to Ireland to do missionary 
work. 

His work was so successful that 
it is said he “found Ireland all 
heathen and left it all Christian.” 
He founded over 300 churches and 
baptized over 20,000 people. 

One of the favorite Saint Pat- 
rick legends is the one in which 
it is said that he so charmed the 
Ireland snakes with his music that 
they followed him to the sea and 
drowned. 

Associated With Shamrock 

Because the shamrock is the na-kootin-s 
tional emblem of Ireland, it soonffarity | 
became associated with Saint Pat-{Rodger 
rick, the country’s greatest saint.
